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Washington, Okla., April 28.—With 
slight amendment the McGuire bill 
providing for the removal of restric­ 
tions from Indian lands of former 
Indian Territory 
was recommended 
for passage today by the senate com­ 
mittee on Indian affairs. 
The bill 
in the main met the approval of the 
committee and 
its 
passage 
during 
the week is practically assured. 
The bill provides that all lands, 
except those of Indians of more than 
iialf blood, shall be shorn of restric­ 
tions. All oil, mineral and gas leasee 
may be terminated by agreement be­ 
tween the lessees and 
lessors, 
and 
lands from which restrictions are re­ 
moved are subject to taxation and 
all other civil burdens. 
All minors and their property be­ 
come subject to the jurisdiction of 
the state courts, the interior depart­ 
ment retaining power to investigate 
the conduct of guardians and cura­ 
tors. 
Appropriations of $90,000 for 
carrying on investigations and $50,000 
for bringing suits on behalf of In­ 
dians by the department are provid- 
e 


Johnson s authority

There seems to be a popular impres­ 
sion, according to Good Housekeep­ 
ing, that an oriental rug will wear for­ 
ever, no matter what sort of treatment 
It receives, but this is one of those 
mistakes which are often discovered 
too late to be rectified. 
In the east, 
where they are worn smooth by the 
gliding of bare feet, their chances for 
immortality are great, but in America 
boot-heels are their constant and in­ 
sidious enemies. However, their lives 
may be prolonged by skilful attention. 
If the overcasting on the edge is gone 
or giving way, a thread of carpet wool 
or yarn will supply new overcasting 
and give new resistance. If a warp or 
weft thread on the back is broken, it 
should not be left to slip out, taking 
the knots with it, but should have a 
linen thread tied to it at one end, be 
woven over and under as far as the 
break extends, and then be tied at 
the other. 
If knots come out they 
should be replaced at once with the 
aid of a coarse, old-fashioned worsted 
needle. If the selvage wears crooked, 
it should be raveled out and overcast, 
saving the surplus wool for other re­ 
pairs.

The laws of some states require that 
savings banks 
shall 
advertise

names of depositors to whose accounts 
no additions have been made during a 
specified time, usually 20 years.

Depositors forget, or die in­ 
testate, or simply drop out of sight. 
The same thing happens in other coun- 
tbries. 
Thus in 1888-9 the Panama 
Canal company of France made an 
issue of bonds having a par value o- 
400 francs. Although they bear no In­ 
terest, several hundred bonds are re­ 
deemed each year at a premium. One

Preventive Measurea Will Prolong It 


Life and Usefulness. 


There seems to be a popular Impres 


sion, according to Good Houaekeep 
In?,.that an oriental rug will wear for 
ever.-no matter what sort of treatmen 
It receives, but this is one of those 
mistakes which are often discovered 
too late to be rectified. In the east 
where they are worn smooth by the 
gliding of bare feet, their chances for 
immortality are great, but in America 
boot-heels are their constant and in 
sldious enemies. However, thefr lives 
may be prolonged by skilful attention 
If the overcasting on the edge is gone 
or giving way, a thread of carpet wool 
or yarn will supply new overcasting 
and give new resistance. If a warp or 
weft thread on the back Is broken, it 
should not be left to slip out, taking 
the knots with it, but should have a 
linen thread tied to it at one end, be 
woven over and >under as far as the 
break extends, and then be tied at 
the other. 
If knots come out they 


should be replaced at once with the 
aid of a coarse, old-fashioned worsted 
needle. If the selvage wears crooked, 
it should be raveled out and overcast, 
saving the surplus wool for other re- 
pairs. 
All these are 
valuable 
pre- 


ventive measures. 
A good oriental 


rug is a work of art, and it should be 
treated with the reverence which it 
deserves.

This Is one of the best low-cost 


houses ever built. 
It Is medium iu 


size as well as price, a sort of com- 
promise 
between the Jarge house, 


large rooms and high ceilings of 20 
or 30 years ago and the little narrow, 
contracted, close communion affairs 
that are being built now in order to 
save expense because of the 
high 


price of all building materials. 


The size on the ground is 
26% 


feet in width by 44ys feet long, which 
is six or eight feet longer than most 
new city houses that are built on this 
general plan. 


There are fashions in houses, the 


same as in other things. 
Some of 


the old fashions are all right, but 
some are nothing but silly fads. One 
of these late fashions is the dining- 
room extension which is built some- 
thing after the fashion of a bay win- 
dow, 'but it is very much wider and it 
has square corners. 
Sometimes these 


.extensions have windows in the ends, 
but in such cases have the appear- 
ance of being overdone. 
Such an 


addition to a dining-room is intended 
to let In an abundance of light 
as 


well as to add to the appearance of 
the room, and is one of the most com- 
mendable new building features. 
It 


never fails to add an air of elegance 
and refinement when the proportions 
are right and the work properly done. 


In some of these extensions 
the 


windows are placed high up, but there 
is an advantage in the deep window, ' 
especially if you want to use the space j 


that the word parlor has almoat gon 
out of use in some sections of th 
country. 
But there are women ye 


who want a parlor or a living room 
so elaborately furnished that no on 
feels comfortable. It Is in just such 
houses that the more ordinary dining 
room comes in for a great deal o 
solid family enjoyment, and that i 
one reason why a sood, comfortabl 
window seat in this dining-room pro

jection would be appreciated. 
fireplace being opposite the big win 
dow, makes a combination that 
foi 


convenience and luxurious comfori 
is hard to beat. 


One great advantage in this house 


is the large central chimney. A chliu 
ney like this is worth a great deal in 
a dwelling. There are four flues, one 
for tue furnace, one for the kitch 
en range and one for each grate, anc 


for a window seat. When the win- 
dows come down a wide seat may be 
built just a little below the window 
stools, which, if carefully upholstered 
'makes a very pleasant lounging place 
both In winter and summer. 
Thesr, 
! extensions must be very 
carefully 


built 
and thoroughly papered, and 


the paper must be very carefully put 
on so as not to leave any cracks for 
the wind to blow through. Where you 
have so much glass surface the radia- 
tion of beat goes on very rapidly. For 
comfort in using such a window seat

a little careful, systematic attention 
when building is especially valuable. 


You would hunt a long time before 


finding another such a dining-room in 
a low-cost house. 
The room Is 12 by 


13% feet, but Is larger than the size 
Indicates because of the large china 
closet and the extra large 
pantry, 


•where a great many things that are 
commonly fc«pt in the 
dining-room 


'will find more convenient places. In 
fact, It is not absolutely necessary to 
have a sideboard in this dining-room. 
Of course a sideboard looks well In 
any dining-room, and If you want it, 
there Is room between the two doors 
or on the »lde against the kitchen. 


The use of a dining-room In a house 


like this depends very much on how 
the living room is furnished. 
Living 


rooms are used for general purposes 


than ever before; ao much go 


these grate flues are ventilators of 
the very best possible type. They are 
at work night and day carrying out 
the foul air that is so objectionable 
in many houses. 
Ventilation will re- 


ceive more attention as the scientific 
treatment of tuberculosis and pneu 
monia becomes 
better 
understood. 


These diseases are caused by laci of 
fresh air, and they are cured, if cured 
at all, by causing the patients to 
breathe abundantly of air that comes 
directly from 
outdoors. 
Sometimes 


severe cases have been cured by leav- 
ing the window in the sleeping room 
open day and night. When people gat 
to understand the value of fresh air 
we will have better ventilated houses. 
In the meantime, if we can smuggle 
in a couple of extra flues like this we 
may be able to save some lives with- 
out anybody knowing it. 


The front ball Is not larger than 


necessary. 
It is shut off from 
out- 


doors by a 
vestibule 
with 
double 


doors so it may be kept warm. Each 
bedroom has two 'clothes 
closets, 


something that is unusual In 
any 


house, but an improvement that will 
be appreciated. 


Another splendid feature is the size 


of the bath room. 
One 
important 


consideration in arranging 
a bath 


room is to have it over or near the 
kitchen, so the same pipes that supply 
water to the tub and wash stand will 
supply the kitchen sink, and the same 
rule works rijlht in regard to 
the 


waste pipes. 
It not only effects 
a 


saving in first cost, but it is better for 
several reasons. 
The shorter 
the 


pipes are the better they will work, 
and the more condensed the space the 
easier they are kept from freezing In 
the winter time. 


The kitchen is large enough, and It 


is both light and airy because of the 
windows on the side and the door In 
the end, and this door opens onto a 
very comfortable back porch that may 
be easily screened from 
dies and 


mosquitoes. 


It is estimated that this house can 


be built where conditions are all fa- 
vorable for about $2.000 without heat- 
er, 
plumbing, 
mantel 
or lighting 


fixtures.

NO RULE TO GUIDE 


OFFICIAL TITLES A DIFFICULTY 


FOR THE UNINITIATED. 


Changes Made in the Forms of Ad 


dressing the President and Oth- 


ers in High Position—"Con- 


gressman" Not Used. 


"Should I address him as 'Your Ex- 


cellency,' as *Mr. President' 
just 'President'?" 


"I'm sure I don't know. Just 'mur- 


tmir 'President,' and I guess he won't, 
know the difference." 


This conversation, overheard at one 


of the White House receptions, is in- 
dicative of the difficulty with titles 
encountered by visitors to the na- 
tional capital. Nor is there any print- 
ed guide to follow, These things must 
be learned from well-posted friends, 
or mistakes will be made. 


In ye olden times no 
one 
ever 


thought o f ' addressing the chief ex- 
ecutive of the United States less for- 
mally than as "Your Excellency," but 
that expression is now relegated to 
the list of things that were. "Mr. Presi 
dent" is the correct 
form, 
both in 


speaking and writing. Mr. Roosevelt 
has even eliminated "The Executive 
Mansion" as the name of the presi- 
dent's official residence, and his sta- 
tionery bears the simple inscription: 
"The White House." 


It is not only with the title of the 


chief executive that the uninitiated 
find difficulty, for there are 
many 


forms to be learned. 
For instance, 


cabinet officers are not addressed ae 
"Secretary Root," or "Secretary Gar 
field," but as "Mr. Secretary." On the 
other hand, senators are addressed by 
their titles, as "Senator Lodge," "Sen 
ator Hale." A few people prefix "Mr.' 
saying "Mr. Senator," but ft is not 
considered as necessary, and by some 
is pronounced an affectation. 


Polite usage requires, invariably, the 


prefix to the titles of members of the 
supreme court. For instance, one ad- 
dresses the chief justice as "Mr. Chief 
Justice/' and the associate justices as 
"Mr. Justice," although in.making an 
Introduction one would add the name, 
as: "Mr. Justice White." 


The rule which applies to the presi- 


dent applies also to the vice-president 
and to foreign ministers, who are ad- 
dressed as "Mr. Minister," but in the 
case ot! ambassadors the form "Your 
Excellency," is used except where one 
is reasonably well acquainted, when 
the 
simpler "Mr. Ambassador" 
is 


adopted, and in every instance one 
or the other of these terms is used 
instead of the diplomat's personal ti- 
tle of baron, count, or whatever it 
may be. 


Throughout the 
government ser 


vice there are officials who are ad- 
dressed by their titles with the prefix 
"Mr.," such as the civil service com- 
missioners, the Interstate commerce 
commissioners, the controller of the 
treasury, and It Is always safe when 
in doubt to so address a man who 
holds a public office. 


With members of the house the
